t is sale season now without 
[: doubt. You can hardly read 
through an industry publica- 
tion without seeing page after 
page of advertising for upcoming 
dispersals and consignment sales 
of all breeds. During the month of 
April, the Guernsey breed will of- 
fer buyers many opportunities to 
add quality genetics to their herds. 
Make no mistake about it, putting 
on these sales is a bit of a project. 
However, your board and staff feel 
that it is a very worthwhile under- 
taking. This is for several reasons. 
One, we need to give you, 
our members, the chance to sell 
extra or very special Guernseys in a market where they will be pro- 
moted to their fullest potential. There really are excellent marketing 
opportunities out there for all levels of Guernsey genetics. We enjoy 
strong prices for Guernsey embryos, and the market for them remains 
strong. I can think of many examples of breeders who made a wise 
purchase of a top cow or heifer at a sale and have benefited finan- 
cially as that family has grown for them. Most of the time, the income 
that animal generated made her purchase price look small. I also feel 
there is a value to having sales with just plain good, solid animals that 
allow existing herds to expand and new ones to be started. You usu- 
ally can’t just go out and find a Guernsey at the local bred-heifer sale, 
so providing accessibility to this type of animal is very important for 
breed expansion. They don’t all have to bring $10,000 to have a suc- 
cessful sale. Putting solid, dependable Guernseys in a new herd will 
take us just as far. We try to promote all levels of Guernseys to their 
fullest extent, getting the highest possible return for the seller based 
on the quality they have chosen to market. 

Two, we must give those that are looking to add Guernseys to 
their herd the easiest possible opportunity to do that. Calling ten dif- 
ferent breeders in an area and finding none for sale is not the easiest 
route. Attending a sale where eighty selected animals are selling is 
the path of least resistance. History has shown, time and again, that 
we have not filled all the demand at these sales. The more animals we 
can offer for sale, the more we can expand the breed onto new farms. 
I will not argue with those that need to keep as many as they can to 
retain herd size, but please give every thought to merchandising a 
few each year. 

Finally, we feel that GMS is able to provide consistent and reli- 
able service to these sales, looking out for the best interest of both 
the buyers and the sellers. Guernsey Marketing Service strives to 
sell quality animals that will do well for their new owners. We follow 
strict guidelines to try to ensure that the animals sold through GMS- 
sponsored sales are healthy and sound and that their reproductive 
status is accurately reported. We also work hard to try to resolve any 
problems should they arise after the sale. While we are not successful 
in this 100% of the time, I feel we do a good job of trying to protect 
both parties in a sales transaction. 

You have heard me say it over and over, it is important to con- 
sign to sales for many reasons. The animals you have chosen to let go 
so far this year are nothing short of impressive. We look forward to 
helping you market them. See you at the sales!

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Helping Guernsey Kids ‘Lead’ a Youth 
Moooovement

rowing up on an 80-head Guernsey 
farm is something that Jerald “Jerry” 
Lang, of Marshfield, WI, cherished 
throughout his childhood. He loved to raise, 
show and travel with his 4-H show string. 
Even though he is too old to show in 
4-H, Jerry still loves and raises Guernseys 
when he is not running his business, Central 
WI Landscaping Service, LLC. He still 
travels to as many shows as possible, and 
has done so for more than 50 years. The big 
differences are that he only raises “smaller” 
Guernseys, and travels to shows to help 
others who utilize his teachings, knowledge 
and of course, his Guernseys.

Owner of Majestic Oak Farm, Jerry 
focuses his farm operation in two ways. First, 
he does not milk, but raises calves and heifers 
and then sells them as springers; and second, 


he works with local youth who show many of 


his heifers at various shows in Wisconsin. 


YOUNG IN THE BARN 

“I love Guernseys and helping others 
get into the dairy arena with Guernseys, 
no pun intended,” Jerry said. “I remember 
one instance when | sold to Jeff and Don 
Stockwell when they were starting out. 
Now they probably have 15 head in their 
barn that I raised. When it comes down to it, 
I’m just glad to help others get started with 
Guernseys; they’re just a great animal.” 

At his farm, Jerry typically moves 16-20 
springers each year and gets around 20 new 
calves each year. Right now he has 41 head 
in his barn, some of which are Guernsey 
steers that he also feeds out to around 1400 
Ibs. and sells at standing weight. 

“In general, I prefer to only sell them as 
springers, but if | can help someone get started 
by selling a heifer, I will. | have had a few 
heifers that I really liked and it was hard to 
sell them. They could have brought a lot more 
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money at a sale, but it was helping someone 
start out which is really important to me.” 

Selling off the number of head Jerry does 
each year can make it difficult for him to 
keep track of how they do down the road. 
But according to Jerry, there are always a 
few that he knows will do well. 

“The best thing for me is when one of my 
animals does great for another breeder. I can 
tell when some will do well and I want them 
to score good and milk good, and when that 
happens, everyone is happy and that is what 
it is all about.” 

Some of the more notable cows that have 
come out of Majestic Oak Farm are Majestic 
Oak Invest Sareen, EX-95, 
Majestic Oak Lewis Supreme, 
EX-91 and her daughter, 
Majestic Oak Bryant Susan, 
EX-90. Sareen, owned by 
Scott Weisensel of WI, was 
the All-American Aged cow in 
1998 and 2000. Supreme and 
Susan, both owned by Neil 
Jensen of Comstock, WI, have 
a great maternal line which 
continues with the high seller 
of the 2006 WI Video Calf 
Sale, a daughter of Susan. 


YOUNG IN THE RING 
Even though Jerry finds 

great pride when one of his 
animals does well, he can’t 
help but be happier when one 
of the kids he helps does well 
in the ring. 

“T love it when my kids do well. They can 
go up against any breed in showmanship and 
do well.” 


Over the years, Jerry has worked with 
youth from over 10 families, along with his 
children and grandchildren. But no matter 
what, each individual hears the same thing, 
“showmanship is key”. 

He figures that if you can do well in 
showmanship, it doesn’t matter what you 
bring back in any other classes. He will 
admit that some of his heifers will not be as 
good as others at the big shows, but that is 
why he looks upon showmanship so highly. 

“The lessons you can learn about yourself 
in terms of good presentation and how to care 
for something are huge,” Jerry said. “There 
are many ways to parallel showmanship 
with real life and that is what I want the kids 
to learn first and foremost.” 

Each kid that shows with Jerry 
must train, wash and clip their 
project. In addition, 
they are 


— 


required to do all the chores on the farm by 
themselves, or with the help of their parents, for 
a weekend. 

“There are few things that I require they 
do, but it is never a problem for them. I want 
them to show as often as they can and I will 
take them to as many shows as they want as 
long as they put in the effort.” 

“It’s great to help the kids, and I have a 
lot of fun with it. | always loved showing 
Guernseys when I was young, so it’s nice 
to help others do the same thing. The kids 
we help are our future and teaching them 
responsibility is huge. Getting a cow ready 
is a big thing and the final product is what it 
is about for the kids.” 

In addition to providing local youth show 
cattle, Jerry is the chaperone for the Wood 
County delegation to the WI State Fair Dairy 
Show. When he first started helping, there 
were eight participants with 10 animals. 
Now they take 30-40 kids with 40-45 head. 

“I am thrilled that we have so many 
kids go to the state fair from our county. 
We always have five breeds every year and 
last year we had all six. It’s just great and | 
sometimes feel like its more fun for me than 
the kids. I just love seeing them do well out 
there in the ring.” 


YOUNG AT HEART 

Finding time never seems to be a problem 
for Jerry when you look at all the things he is 
involved with. When Jerry isn’t landscaping, 
tending to his herd or teaching youth, he 
spends his time volunteering and serving 
many other organizations. Some being: the 
Central WI GBA, the WI GBA, the National 
AGA, the Wood Co. Jr. Fairboard and with 
Wood Co. 4-H program as a leader. 


One of the bigger things Jerry is proud of 


is serving and helping coordinate the past five 
funding drives for the Central WI State Fair 
Grounds. The one that means the most to him 
is the drive that raised over $200,000 for the 
appropriately named, “Jer Lang Show Palace”. 

“There are going to be a lot of people 
who will benefit from that facility and | am 
glad to have helped make it possible.” 

“When it comes down to it, I believe in 
having fun, helping others and always trying 
to do it while having a good time.” 

“When I look back, I would definitely live 
my life over if I could. But I’ve had such a 
good time, I’m pretty sure | wouldn’t change 

much at all.”

I guess these 
results just prove how difficult mating our 


cows can be. I personally would never ex- 
pect a Luxury son out of an Enhancer to 
sire cows with a lot of strength but that is 
exactly what Skipper and Spider are both 
doing. 

There are two bulls I want to mention 
that already have proofs, but are waiting to 
have more daughters classified. By now | 
have seen well over 20 daughters of Pine 
Ridge Super Lux milking. I have been see- 
ing a consistent pattern in just about every 
one of his daughters. They have very high 
rear udders with adequate width and the ud- 
ders are well above the hock. His daughters 
do lack strength however. That is the one 
area that they need the most improvement. 
He currently has 27 classified daughters, 
which is 12 more than he had in his Febru- 
ary proof. Of his 27 classified daughters, 
Super Lux has 16 classified at 78 points or 
higher for final score and 21 at 78 points 
or higher for mammary score. 
points as a boundary because that is what 


I use 78 


we would like our average two-year-old 
to score in our appraisal program. It will 
be interesting to see how the 12 daughters 
added to his type proof in May will have an 


effect on Super Lux’s overall final score. 

Another bull that will add a few more 
daughters to his type proof in May is Jens 
Gold G Hawk-Twin. I have seen a number 
of his daughters as well and am beginning 
to see a pattern. Hawk is producing daugh- 
ters with well above average strength, 
width, and substance of bone. I have seen 
several of his daughters as springing bred 
heifers and that is the one thing that has re- 
ally jumped out at me. Once they freshen, 
they are combining that strength with out- 
standing dairyness to produce very well for 
their owners. The one area I do have some 
concerns with is udder depth. I have seen 
several Hawk daughters that have plenty of 
udder for two-year-olds. 

Two Poker sons that will soon be re- 
ceiving proofs are Spade and Stardust. | 
have seen a few milking by each bull and 
have been pleased with the udders. I have 
not seen enough daughters yet that I am real 
confident in the pattern they will produce 
but the initial signs are encouraging. There 
should be a lot more freshening in the com- 
ing months so I will probably have a better 
idea this summer.

link animal fat to heart-cholesterol prob- 
lems, declining per capita consumption of 
milk and milk products, continued increase 
in annual national milk production, dairy- 
men receiving the same price for their milk 
as they have the previous four years, sounds 
all too familiar today. 

We have chosen farming as both a way 
of life, and a source of income. Our farms 
are more than pretty pictures. We must make 
good choices to preserve ourselves as well 
as our farms. As Guernsey breeders, board 
members, and staff we must decide on what 
direction to go and what steps we take to 
ensure our place in the future. Guernsey 
cattle numbers and breeder memberships 
are nowhere near what they were back in 
the early sixties, but our milk production 
per cow has nearly doubled. We must con- 
tinue improving our cattle genetically, in- 
creasing cattle numbers, and encouraging 
dairymen to continue to breed the beautiful 
fawn and white cow. Dairymen need to be 
educated on the values and advantages of 
our beloved breed. 

Currently, we are witnessing a national 
trend to move away from mass produced 
agricultural commodities toward home pro- 
duced, value-added products. There is an 
ever-increasing number of consumers who 
are more than willing to pay out a premium 


for high quality products, and we Guern- 
sey breeders have a high quality product. | 
must take the time to commend some of our 
breeders that have begun the value-added 
process to their product. Lavon Farms in 
Plano, Texas, has already started market- 
ing their quality milk as cheese. Also, we 
are all anticipating the opening of Warwick 
Manor’s milk and ice cream store. 

Now is the time for Guernsey breeders 
to align themselves to fill niche markets. 
We have a strong history to build on and we 
need to utilize this deep-rooted history to 
ensure the survival of the next generation. 
Our youth are our future and they must be 
encouraged to continue the progression of 
the Guernsey breed and the dairy industry 
as an entity. 

Farmers are hard workers who deeply 
value their traditions and independence. No 
one tells us we have to work hard, that is 
the essence of life on a farm. The founda- 
tion for this breed was laid here over 100 
years ago, and the responsibility lies with 
us today to keep it progressing in the 21st 
century. So get off of your horse and make 
sure you take advantage of all the services 
and programs that the AGA has to offer. A 
beautiful brown and white cow is counting 
on us.

aced with declining participation 

in a district show that many mem- 

bers simply did not have enough 
time to participate in, Guernsey breeders 
from northern Iowa’s District One decided 
some innovation was in order. If members 
wouldn’t break their animals to lead and 
spend time bringing them to a central loca- 
tion for a show, they would send the judge 
to the animals. 

“Dan Sivesind had heard of another or- 
ganization doing something like this where 
the judge came to the farms. So we ran with 
the idea and came up with our rules,” ex- 
plained event co-chair Jan Winke of Lud- 
low Acres in Waukon, Iowa. 

The judge traveled to the participating 
farms on one day to evaluate the entered 
animals rather than bringing the animals 
to a common location. Jen Clark of Viola, 
Wis., was the official judge for the “vir- 
tual” show. Five farms participated with 
fifty-seven animals being judged. Only first 
and second place recognition was awarded 
in each class, eliminating the need for the 
judge to place close pairs farther down the 
line. The results were announced at a picnic 
held for all district members and their fami- 
lies several days after the judging. Pictures 
of all the animals were available for every- 
one to view as well. 

“Chad and Jan (Winke) put together a 
book of all the class participants with the 
top two animals in first and second, and then 
the rest of the class, to be viewed by every- 
one. The breeders and those that didn’t take 
part in the show really liked that part since 
they could see each other’s animals and talk 
about them afterwards,” commented Jen 


Clark, the official judge. 

The other show co-chair, Chad Winke, 
took the judge to all the farms and took dig- 
ital pictures of each animal. The duo started 
at the first farm at about 9:30 am and fin- 
ished up by 5:30 that evening. “I would jot 
down as much as I could about each animal. 
It helps to be able to really remember the 
cows! Chad e-mailed all the pictures to me 
that I requested so I could do the final plac- 
ings at home,” explained Jen. 

Each farm was permitted to enter two 
animals per class. The animals were to be 
tied up or otherwise confined to a small 
space. They were not required to be led for 
the judge. “Some were clipped or washed, 
some not, which helped get the numbers up. 
Some were broke to lead, some were just in a 
stall or lot. Personally it didn’t matter to me, 
because there were animals that placed first 
in their ‘everyday’ clothes, and some that 
placed first were washed and fitted. By every 
means the exhibitors and cattle were very re- 
laxed and I know that if they had to break all 
these animals to lead and clip, fit and haul 
them to a show location, they wouldn’t do it 
at all or with that many head.” 

“It was a very innovative way to have a 
district parish show. It was very organized, 
which was the key when you had to fit all 
these farms in on one day and put on the 
mileage that we did. We kept on track to the 
unofficial schedule we had, keeping the chit- 
chat to a minimum, but having a soda with 
Larry Moen, and great brownies and milk 
at Church’s,” said the judge, who obviously 
enjoyed herself as much as the participants. 

“The amount of animals included was 
well above my expectations and better than 


we have ever had our ‘real’ district show. 
The picnic also seemed to be a positive ac- 


tivity too for members that no longer have 
cattle could come and enjoy the fellowship 
and see the results,” commented Jan Winke. 

District One has decided to hold an- 
other “virtual” district show in 2006 due to 
the popularity of the 2005 event. Jen Clark, 
for one, thought the show was a huge suc- 


cess. “Hats off to this lowa group for their 
creativity, organization, and participation in 
this first (hopefully annual) virtual show. I 
enjoyed the great cattle and breeders, as well 
as seeing some farms | hadn’t been to.”

2006 Director Nominations 


ollowing the 128th meeting of the 

American Guernsey Association in 

Branson, Missouri, President John 
Mozier appointed two committees to nomi- 
nate the candidates for openings on the 
AGA Board of Directors in 2006. 

Candidates were to be nominated for 
District One and District Four. 

The Constitution regarding director 
nominations reads as follows. Article V, 
Section F of the Constitution states, “(1) 
Each Nominating Committee shall nomi- 
nate at least two candidates for each Direc- 
torship and the reports of the Nominating 
Committee shall be submitted to the Ex- 
ecutive Secretary of the association at least 
ninety (90) days prior to the date of the an- 
nual meeting, who shall as soon as possible 
arrange for the publication in the Guernsey 
Breeders’ Journal of the names, addresses 
and biographical data of the candidates.”

P. Morey Miller 


. Morey Miller grew up on a purebred 

dairy farm in Northeast Pennsylvania. 
He graduated from Penn State University 
with a B.S. degree in Dairy Science and re- 
ceived his DVM from Cornell University. 
He served veterinary internships at Cornell 
and a California dairy practice. While at 
Penn State, he was named the outstanding 
student in the college of agriculture and was 
a member of the Alpha Zeta Fraternity. 

Morey is part owner of a mixed veteri- 
nary practice located in Granby, Connecti- 
cut. He is the current President of Salmon 
Brook Vet Hospital, an eight-doctor clinic 
with forty-eight additional staff. The 
practice specializes in bovine reproduc- 
tion, equine and small animal surgery and 
medicine. He has served on the Board of 
Directors of the Connecticut Veterinary As- 


sociation and is a member of the American 
Association of Bovine Practitioners and the 
American Veterinarian Medical Association. 

He is 50% owner of a large dairy in 
Shoreham, Vermont, that produces drink- 
able yogurt on the farm. The milking herd 


at his home farm, in Granby, is made up of 


21 Guernseys and 19 Holsteins. 

Morey has shown both Guernseys and 
Holsteins over the years, developing sever- 
al All-Americans, including two unanimous 
All-Americans. He is proud to point out that 
he has exhibited the Junior Champion and 
Reserve Grand Champion Guernsey at all 
three major National Shows. His pride and 
joy. R Way Royal Oak Faye, won seven Na- 
tional Show classes and was Reserve Grand 
Champion three times. In addition, Morey 
bred an EX-95 Holstein that was nominated 
All-American three times. 

In his “spare time” Morey has been a 
4-H leader for the past 30 years and helped 
initiate a youth lease program in his local 
area, which has served over 400 children 
since it was begun. He also holds clinics 
for Vet Technician students and conducts 
school tours on the farm. 

Morey is currently a member of the 
AGA, Holstein Association USA, the New 
York Guernsey Breeders’ Cooperative, 
Connecticut Holstein Association and Farm 
Bureau of New York. He has attended many 
Holstein Conventions and all but one Na- 
tional Guernsey Convention since he be- 
came involved with the breed in 1999. 

Morey states, “I am interested in be- 
coming a board member for the AGA to 
bring yet another area of experience to the 
table. I have worked with Guernsey cattle 
for over 30 years. Even though I am new 
to the association, I don’t feel new to the 
breed. I am interested in promoting a mi- 
nority breed to an interested audience for 
the protein/fat cow. The Guernsey breed 
has taken some negative bashing but our as- 
sociation is on the move to breeding a better 
cow to satisfy the components and longev- 
ity market. We need to get more ownership 
of Guernseys and I believe the best method 
is to gain entrance into an established herd 
with long-lived, no recessives, snug-ud- 
dered and wearable feet and legged cows.” 

“Because of our smaller numbers | 
believe we can do more to establish these 
wearability and management traits in the 
new bulls on the current active list. Yes, the 
studs are moving on to more health trait cri- 
teria, but PTA’s are not always reliable with 
low numbers. When there are only fifteen 
to twenty daughters of a new sire, why not 
send out questionnaires to the owners ask- 
ing the tough health management question 
and compiling a database of this informa- 
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tion? The questionnaire would seek infor- 
mation on temperament, ease of movement, 
illnesses, udder quality, milking speed, 
etc.,” suggests Morey. 

“In addition to liking the Guernsey cow, 
I enjoy the Guernsey fraternity of people. 
They are caring, friendly and good shep- 
herds of the breed. The AGA is the best to 
deal with. However, in this ever-shrinking 
dairy industry, relationships with expertise 
and equipment with all breed associations 
is important.”
